DETAILS: In 1971 the Chicago, Iilinors; e Department 

was facing a series of unsolved murders of black 
businessmen from the west side of the city, commonly referred 
to by the media as the "river murders." An extortion threat 
to one of the victims led to a Chicago FBI investigation in 
cooperation with local authorities. In early 1972 the extor- 
tion case agent requested SA Roy Martin Mitchell, then assigned 
to the Joliet Resident Agency, to contact his informants in an 
effort to obtain information relating to the murders. Through 
the diligent work of SA Mitchell, his associates and informant, 
central figures in this rash of murders were identified and 
the rampage ended, Although no one was ever tried for any of 
the so called "river murders," the information developed by 
SA Mitchell linked at least one active member of the CPD to 
three of the murders. As an outgrowth of the “river murders" 
investigation the Chicago Office discovered the existence of 


a small band of Chicago police officers who were_engaged in 
shakedown of drug dealers and contract murders, cee

two men, one of whom was Jeff Beard. feo ds currently

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serving three life sentences in Federal prison. Not only 
did the investigation resuit in bringing 

to justice but through the work of SA Mitchel and his 
informant, the lives of at least three more men were saved 
during the course of the inquiry. 


With the American Civil Liberties Union of 
counsel the Administratrix of the Estate of Jeff Beard, 


an rcotics dealer and armed robber and the last 
of victims, sued SA Mitchell in a Bivens action 
seeking 7000.00 compensatory and $500,000.00 punitive 


damages. The suit as originally filed also included 
Robinson, SA Mitchell's informant William O'Neal, and 
certain unnamed FBI officials, all of whom were dismissed 
prior to trial. 


The Beard estate alleged among other_things that 
SA Mitchell conspired with his informant and 
to murder Jeff Beard or in an alternative theory of liability 
that SA Mitchell. through’ the use of his informant was respon~ 
sible for the death. The former theory was, of course, a 
personal attack on SA Mitchell and the latter an assault on 
the FBI's informant program. Plaintiff attempted at trial 
to establish a wanton and willful disregard for Beard's 
civil rights by SA Mitchell's failure to withdraw his infor-

The competence and courage exhibited in this case 
were obvious to Chicago Agent personnel and the filing of 
this civil lawsuit which threatened at least the financial 
security of SA Mitchell and his family must logically have 
been viewed as little reward for a job well done.

@reatly to @ progress of the trial with minimal 
discovery controversy. Their work was unquestionably a 
necessary ingredient to the eventual outcome of the trial. 


SAC Otto was originally subpoened for deposition 
by plaintiff's counsel in an attempt to establish some 
violation of FBI policy which might be used to support her 
theory of liability. The skiliful handling of plaintiff's 
inquiries by SAC Otto and his forthright testimony in both 
the plaintiff's case-in-chief and as a witness for SA Mitchell 
were a major contribution to the success of the litigation. 
Perhaps of even greater value to the Bureau as an institution 
was the image projected by SAC Otto to SA personnel, ali of 
whom were aware of his unselfish participation in support of 
SA Mitchell. 


After nearly three weeks of trial, a six-person 
jury returned a verdict in favor of SA Mitchell after less 


than two hours of deliberation. In an all-Agent conference 
called by SAC Otto after the verdict, the jury's decision

1. More than information 


If he had been in the employ of the Mafia or 
some international terrorist group,.the.whole 
affair might be easier to understand. Clearly 
he was cut out for that kind of work. By his 
own admission and by the undisputed testi- 
mony of his associates, he is an accom- 
plished criminal: extortionist. kidnaper, nar- 
cotics dealer, and accomplice to murder. 
And then there is the perverse side of his 
nature, whatever it was that motivated him to 
lig, torture stoolies, build an electric chair, 
schemie to biow up City Hall, and betray his 
comrades. 

He admitted once that he did it all for the 
money. No one knows how much. On the rec- 
ord, he got more than $40,000 in one four- 
year period, and that doesn’t include his liv- 
ing expenses, bonuses, occasional getaway 
money, or his tadio-equipped car. In his 
wake, he left a string of dead bodies and 
broken lives. 

His present whereabouts are a carefully 
guarded secret. Aware that he is a marked 
man, his employers are keeping him safe 
and comfortable somewhere. And, of course, 
there’s always the chance that his services 
might be needed again. 

William O°Neal, Jr—throughout his 
criminal career he has been a prized employ- 
ee of the Chicago office of the Federal Bu- 
reav of Investigation. It is the FBI that re- 
cruited hira.off the streets of the West Side, 
paid him, aad oversaw his unusual activities. 
It is the FBI that has sealed him away from 
inquiring newsmen and would-be avengers. 

William C’Neal is probably most accu- 
rately described as an agent provocateur,an_ 
informer who déés ‘nore tian inlorm—who 
also: promotes and provokes crime so that 
legitimate crime fighters cari’have something 
to fight. Iv’s a litle like torching buildings 
so that the Fire Department can stay in prac- 
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tice. Recruiting provocateurs was a heavy 
priority with the FBI in the late 1960s and 
early 1970s, when O'Neal was tooling 
around town stirring up crime and then duti-” 
fully reporting it to his reguiar FBI contact, 
agent Roy Martin Mitchell. 

Since then, of course, the whole ugly pan- 
orama of FBI-inspired dirty tricks has been 
made public. Of all the scenes in that action- 
packed drama, few are more bizarre than the 
William O’Neal affair. Of his role, FBI agent 
Mitchell now says simply, “I’m very sensitive 
about those cases because of the trials that 
are still in the appelate court. I choose not to- 
make any comment on them.” 

O'Neal made his first public appearance 
in the summer of 1973 in the crowded Chi- 
cago courtroom of Federal Judge Philip 
Tone. He didn’t look like a hood, With his 
dark, well-tailored suit, color-coordinated 
shirt and tie, and impeccable manners, he 
seemed more like a law student, or possibly 
a mortician’s apprentice. He spoke quietly, 
and he always said “Yes, sir” or “No, sir” 
when addressed. ; 

He was there as the chief witness of the 
US. Attorney's office, which was prosecut- 
ing two Chicago policemen, Stanley Robin- 
son and William Tolliver, along with a pre- 
viously convicted narcotics dealer named 
William Taylor. The three were accused of 
conspiring to murder for money. Tt was not 
O’Neal who had drawn the overflow crowd of 
spectators and reporters to Judge Tone’s 


courtroom in the Dirksen Federal Building, , 


for he was not widely known, Rather, it was 
the novel and intriguing idea of police offi- 
cers functioning as gangland hit men. O’Neal 
was there only to point the finger of guilt. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Howard Hoff- 
mana immediately set the stage for ihe jury : 
“Now, in large measure, we are here because

Unexpectedly. the other 
policeman, Tolliver, went free, sugge: 
that the jury had placed some limits 
O’Neal’s overall credibility. 

The most interesting development, how 
ever, had nothing to do with che defend: 
on trial. It was the revelation that O'Neal 
his FBI contact had had more than a ca: 
connection with two earlier killings that hee 
received international attention: the shoo 
ings of Black Panther leader Fred Hampicr 
and another Panther named Mark Clark in 2 
raid by state’s attorney’s police nearly four 
years before. As the trial progressed. iv 
became clear for the first time that O"Nea.

tomb of King Tut. They had beén working for * 
years preparing a $47.7-milfion damage suit 
against the raiders, but they had been unable 
to establish the existence of a full-blown con- 
spiracy between Federal and local lawmen. 
At last, it seemed, the fat was in the fire, The 
Panther attorneys lost no time in adding the 
names of O'Neal and Mitchell and their 
superiors in the FBI to the list of defendants 
in the suit, even as they wondered why the 
FBI hadn't gone to greater lengths to hide its 
participation. 

Now they know. Despite the revelations 
at the Robinson trial in 1973, despite the 
53,000 pages of documents pertaining to 
FBI dirty-trick activity released during the 
Church Committee investigations in the U.S. 
Senate, and despite the general discrediting of 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover’s counterin- 
telligence policies, little has changed in Chi- 
cago. In 1976 and 1977, during the longest 
trial (civil or criminal) in Federal court 
history, U.S. District Judge Joseph Sam 
Perry remained unconvinced that anything 
resembling an illegal conspiracy had cc- 


+ curred in the Panther case. He eventually 
+ exonerated all those charged, without even

They are equally con- 
vinced that he is highly intelligent, clever, and 
resourceful, a man capable of playing several 
roles at once—in short, the kind of person 
weil suited to FBI operations. 

Even if we accept the probability that 
there is only one O’Neal, it is hard to account 
for his ability to play so many different roles. 
We know little about his childhood, He was 
born in 1949, according to the most likely of 
several birth certificates, and grew up in. 
Flint, Michigan, with his mother, and on Chi- 
cago’s West Side, near 16th and Komensky, 
with his father, William O°Neal, Sr. He ap-

Old associates can- 
not even recall what schools he attended, His 
history, as much as we know of it, came out 
during testimony in the various trials in 
which he was involved.

Mitchell, in charge of the FBI’s Joliet of- 
fice but on loan to the Chicago office, was i 
vestigating a case in which Thurman was in- 
volved. O’Neal told the agent that he had an 
interest in law enforcement and wanted to 
work for the FBI someday. Mitchell took his 
address and phone number and said that he 
would see what could be worked out. 
Weeks later, Mitchell, a short, erect man 
with crew-cut blond hair, asked O'Neal to 
work for the government as a paid informant. 
O’Neal agreed on the spot. There were no 
further formalities; the FBI wasted littie time 
in giving their new man an assignment. 
The Hertz car-rental office at O’Hare 
Airport was having problems with stolen 
autos, and several employees were under sus- 
picion. Assuming the autos were being taken 
across state lines, the FB{ got involved. With 
Mitchell’s aid, O'Neal went to work there, 
readying cars for customers and keeping his 


ear to the ground. The arrangement lasted for ~ 


about six months, with O'Neal being paid out 
of Hertz’s petty cash; there is no record that 
he ferreted out any car thieves. Then O’Nea! 
himself was stopped driving a stolen car out 
of the O’Hare terminal. He indignantly in- 
formed the arresting officer that he was a 
member of the Justice Department and, to 
prove it, flashed a toy badge as well as a 
homemade ID. card on which he had typed.

If you can 
join, give me a call.” 

O'Neal doubtless saw it as an opportuni- 
ty to redeem himself,'and he signed-up of 
opening day. “He didn’t have to ask but 
once,” he said, when asked -how much pres- 
sure Mitchell had applied. Having investi. 
gated civil-rights disturbances in the South, 
Mitchell carefully indoctrinated O’Neal in 
the principles and tactics of the FBI pro

ever, the FET chief regarded black militant 
Yous. Accordingly, in 1967 
the emphasis of COINTELPRO was shifted. 
FBI documents stated that the maior thrust 
henceforth would be to “expose, disrupt, mis- 
direct, discredit or otherwise neutralize the 
activities of black nationalist hate-type or- 
ganizations and groupings, their leadership, 
spokesmen, membership and supporters, and 
to counter their propensity for violence and 
civil disorder.” Special priority was to be 
given to “aggressive and imaginative tactics” 
designed to prevent “the rise of a ‘messiah’ 
who could unify and electrify the militant 
black nationalist movement.” 

Around the nation, the bureau’s top men 
went to work in earnest, reporting regularly 
on their progress. It is this mountainous mass 
of interoffice communication, carefully in- 
itiated and stored in the bureav’s files, that 
has become the source of so much ignominy 
for the FBI in recent years. Just as President 


tapes that eventually strangled him, so the 
bureau saved tons of material that eventually 
made it look sometimes foolish, sometimes 


* fiendish. Before they passed from the seoret 


files to public scrutiny, many documents 
were rudely excised or passages from them 
deleted—for the sake of national security. 
But there is sti! an incredible amount of ma- 
lignant absurdity to be found, everything 
from the injection of a laxative into a ship- 
ment of fruit destined for 2 Black Panther 
rally in Philadelphia to the anonymous hate 
letters sent to Dr, Martin Luther King in a 
harebrained effort to persuade him te commit 
suicide. But because of the judicious dele- 
tions, the documents have produced few di- 
rect ties between the Bureau and the dirty 
tricks themselves, The FBI may be paranoid, 
but it is not suicidal.

sson, a Scholarly-looking veteran of. the 
Bureau. When orders came down-that raat, 
matters were to be given the highest pricrity,

“would concentrate on “removing selected in- 


dividuals and BNG (biack nationalist group) 
leaders from the scene. ...” 

Toward the end of the year, instructions 
from Washington became more specific. 
Henceforth, COINTELPRO was to concen- 
trate on “crippling” and destroying the Black 
Panther party because of its rapid growth and 
because Hoover feared that its unusual politi- 
cal philosophy, compounded of equal parts 
of Dr. King, Malcolm X, and Mao Tse-tung. 
might spawn that dreaded black messiah he 
had warned about. 

Marlin Johnson’s racial-matters squad 
was already keeping close watch on a 20- 
year-old black ‘from Maywood. Fred Hamp- 
ton was variously pictured as a high-minded 
idealist and peacemaker who settled racial 
difficulties between black and white teen- 
agers in his community and as a budding 
hoodlum and fomentor of violence. But both 
friend and foe agreed that he possessed cha- 
risma as a speaker and organizer. By De- 
cember, when Hampton was opening the 
Panther office in Chicago and attracting na- 
tional attention, Johnson’s men were compil- 
ing a file on him. By the time of his death. one 
year later, the file would be 4,000 pages long.

O'Neal donned his Panther guise with ap- 
parent ease and amazing determination. His 
associates of those early days remember hi 
as the archetypal black militant: angry. 
tough, humorfess, breathing the purty Hae 
day. ‘and night, and competing. with. other. 
members to be meaner than thou. - - 

“J suppose we should have seen through 
him,” says a one-time Panther. “You know 
how these female impersonators come on too 
strong, exaggerating the way women walk

And he was eagerly reporting, such 1 mili- 
tant ideas to Mitchell, whe, in turn, kept 
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bureau chiefs informed of those dangerous 


* notiéais emanating from Panther headquar- 


ters. One of O’Neal’s first reports was put to 
immediate use by the Bureau. He told Mitch- 


ell that a possible merger between Jeff Fort's - 


tackstone Rangers street gang and Hamp- 
ton’s Panthers had failen through and that 
there was considerable ill fesling between the 
two groups. With the written approval of 
Jolinson and his bosses in Washington, the 
FBI sent an anonymous note to Fort (signed 
“a black brother”) claiming that “the Pan- 
thers have a hit [murder contract] out for 
you.” The writer added, “I know what P'd do 
if I was you.” 

The note produced no immediate results, 
but it clearly indicated the sort of action the 
Bureau was hoping to instigate. In an official 
memo, Johnson stated that the aim of such 
pranks was to “impel violence.” Later, when 
questioned about this in the Panther trial, 
Johnson testified that he had used the word 
“impel” to mean “restrain.” 

By March 1969, three months after b 
coming a Panther, O’Neal was working both’ 
sides of the street in dead earnest. He was 
Hampton's bodyguard, chief of security, and 


third in command (behind Hampton and- 


Bobby Rush) of the Chicago chapter. And he 
was beginning to give free rein to the more 
imaginative side of his nature. He came up 
with a series of “security plans” to protect the 
Panther offices on Madisoa from invaders or 
snoopers. These included “gas switches,” 
electrecution devices, and even “nerve-gas 
capsules” to be craftily hidden in the en- 
tranceway and in other strategic spots and 
triggered by the arrival of unwelcome guests. 
Assisted by his closest friends in the party, 
Nathaniel Junior and Robert Bruce (both of 
whom later became government witnesses), 
O’Neal actually built an electric chair that 
would, at least psychologically, terrorize 
traitors, spivs, or informers, The contrivance 
was never used and it is not known how well 
it worked, but its presence was a popular 
topic with Panther novices in the early days. 

Clearly, internal and external security 
was the passionate concern of Panther Wil- 
jiam O’Neal. It was he, the keeper of the 
chair, who sat in judgment over other mem- 
bers, and they were not likely to suspect him 
of treachery. They were far too busy trying to 
impress O'Neal with their own sincerit 


O'Neal moved on to more offensive- 
minded mechanical marvels. To the younger 
Bruce and Junior, he revealed:his long-range 
plan: the construction of a radio-controlled 
model airplane that would be loaded with ex- 
Plosives and sent on a kamikaze plunge into 
City Hall, where it would blow up Mayor 
Daley and the other fascist pigs oppressing 
the common people. Those who knew O*Neal 
Say that there is no doubt he was serious 
about this plan. And the FBI was duly 
apprised—by O'Neal hnimself-—of this latest 
scheme by the violencc-prone Panthers. If the 
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Fied Hampton. At this point, he advised 
O'Neai not to get carried away. Even by ex- 
treme militant standards, his ideas-were be- 
ginning to take on a ring of insanity. 

But, on the whole, party leaders attrib- 
uted his notions to his youthful exuberance. 


The party was growing daily, and the re- 
eruits included: a cross section of black 
youth: college students and grammar-school 
dropouts, dope peddlers and social workers, 
idealists and cynics. Hampton and Rush 
could not afford to be fussy about occasional 
crackpot ideas. Besides, during much of 
1969, their major effort was in trying to 
change the overall image of the Panther party 
by launching a free breakfast program anda 
medical clinic on the West Side. They needed 
someone as scrupulously devoted to party se- 
curity as William O’Neal. 

But as the year wore on, the Panther im- 
age failed to improve very much, Whatever

the value of the new social services, they were 
insufficient to change the caricature of the 
typical party member as an antisocial, loud- 
mouthed, racist, murderous gangbanger. It 
was a common view among the police, as well 
as in the white community at large and, to a 
large extent, among blacks. If this image can- 
not be entirely attributed to O’Neal’s efforts, 
the record shows that he did more than his 
share to bolster and embellish it. 

° O'Neal was among 16 Panthers arrest- 
ed and charged with kidnaping and threaten- 
ing to kill a south-suburban man and woman 
suspected of stealing a gun belonging to the 
party. The woman, Margie Curry, was alleg- 
edly threatened with torture and was serious- 
ly injured when she tried to escape by jump- 
ing out a window. Mitchell posted a $1,000 
bond, and O’Neal was back at Panther head- 
“quarters soon after his arrest.

The appeals proc- 
ess had been exhausted, and Hampton was 
contemplating going underground tempo- 
rarily rather than to jail—that’s what O'Neal 
told Mitchell. “Time was of the essence.”

On November 19th, O’Neal and Mitchell 
met at the Golden Torch restaurant down- 
town to draw up a detailed floor plan of the 
Hampton apartment, including the layout of 
the rooms, the placement of the furniture, and 
a special identification of the bed in which 
Hampton and Deborah Johnson normally 
slept. O’Neal also provided a list of weapons. 

During the next two weeks, Mitchell, with 
the assistance of Johnson and other local FBI 
officials, tried to persuade the Chicago po- 
lice to raid the apartment in a search for wea- 
ons. Why the FBI didn’t raid the apartment 
itself has never been explained. 

The police Gang Intelligence Unit 
agreed, but backed off when word of the in- 
tended raid leaked out, Mitchell then went to 
Hanrahan, who was breathing fire against 
black gangs and had formed a special-prose- 
cutions unit to tackle the problem. After a be- 
wildering series of meetings and discussions 
involving Hanrahan, his top aides, Mitchell, 
and Chicago policemen assigned to the 
special unit, it was decided on December 
third to conduct the search for weapons at 
four a.m. the next day—no time would be 
wasted. Armed with O’Neal’s floor plan, a 
dubiously legal search warrant (it was issued 
on the basis of hearsay evidence), and rifles, 
shotguns, and submachine guns, the 14 offi- 
cers atrived quietly at 2337 West Monroe. 


They knocked once, broke down the doo! 


and went in shooting. 

The events of the next eight minutes form 
the core of the rumors that have grown over 
the years. What remains undisputed is this: 
When the smoke cleared, Hampton lay dead, 
with two bullet wounds in the head and one in 
the chest. Mark Clark, a 17-year-old visitor 
from Peoria, was also dead. Three other Pan- 
thers were seriously wounded. Amazingly, 
Deborah Johnson, who had been in bed with 
Hampton when the shooting started, was un- 
injured. Later that month, she would give 
birth to a son and name him Fred. 

With the enthusiastic cooperation of the 
news media, Hanrahan desperately tried to 
portray the incident as a wild shootout, but it 
soon became obvious that it had been an in- 
credibly one-sided battle. More than 90 shots 
had been fired by the raiders and only one 
(probably from Clark’s gun) by the Panthers. 

O'Neal, who had had dinner in the apart- 
ment with Hampton and the others but had 
left before midnight, took the role of chief 
mourner and served as 2 pallbearer at Hamp- 
ton’s funeral. The assassination theory was 
bolstered by the autopsy, which revealed that 
Hampton's blood contained at least 4.5 
milligrams percent secobarbital at the time of 
death—a dosage sufficient to knock him out 
or at least render him incapable of coordi- 
nated activity. Everyone who knew Hamp- 
ton, including O’Neal, swore that he never

gested that someone close to him had slijz 
him a Mickey to make an execution easier. 
Back in 1969 and 1970, when the grand juri 
and the investigative bodies were at work, ro 
one proposed that O’Neal might have been 
responsible. And Marlin Johnson, who was. 
responsible for gathering the evidence to pre- 
sent to the grand jury, saw no need to divulg 
everything he knew. 

Johnson was far more candid with his 
superiors in Washington, Within a few days 
of the raid, he sent a memo to FBI headquar- 
ters asking for a $300 bonus for the inform- 
ant who had provided “a detailed inventory 
of the weapons and also a detailed floor pian 
of the apartment. This information was not 
available from any other source. ,..” Wash- 
ington complied, and O’Neal got the bonus in 
time for Christmas. 

The trial of Hanrahan, Mitchell, and 23 
others—the longest in American history— 
began in January 1976 and lasted for 18 
months, O’Neal was a major witness. On the 
stand, he was, as before, both well mannered 
and afflicted with lapses of memory at crucial 
moments. But his testimony was lost in the 
constant wrangling between the Panther at- 
torneys and Judge Joseph Sam Perry over the 
production of the FBI’s files on O’Nea!. 
Hampton, and other figures. Long after gov- 
ernment lawyers had sworn that ail pertinent 
materia! had been turned over, they discov- 
ered 200 additional volumes and had 75 of 
them wheeled unexpectedly into the court- 
room in shopping carts. (Haas and Taylor 
have still never seen the other 125 volumes.) 
Though Judge Perry dismissed all the 
charges on his own authority, Panther law- 
yers are still banking on a reversal, and they 
are still seeking hundreds of documents.

The Black Panther party in Chicago was nev- 
er the same after Hampton’s death. Mast of 
the veteran members stayed around for a 
time, but the flow of recruits dried up al- 
most immediately. However indignant young, 
black men and women might be about re- 
pression, few were willing to put their heads 
on the chopping block, O’Nea!‘ continued un- 
disturbed in his’ old position vatil Bobby 
Rush, who was now in charge, became con- 
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cerned about hig security chief’s pencha: 
stirring up trouble. Sometime in mid-1970, 
Neal and his buddies, Junior and Bruce, 
were politely told to cease functioning on a 
full-time basis. Rush was still committed to 
altering the old ganghanger image, and 
O'Neal and his friends were seen as a “hard- 
core criminal clement.” 

The resourceful O’Neal now convinced 
Mitchell that he, Bruce, and Junior were part 
of a Panther underground, a new group 
whose supersecret purposes were never de- 
fined by O’Neal, Rush, or anyone else. 
Almost immediately, however, there was 
trouble at Panther headquarters. O’Nea!’s re- 
placement as chief of security was Jerry Dun- 


* nigan, a 22-year-old who had been indicted in 


the Panther 16 kidnaping case and who had 
himself gone underground for almost a year. 
When he returned to Chicago, Dunnigan dis- 
covered that his wife had become a $150-a- 
day heroin addict and was ill and incoherent 
much of the time. Dunnigan later said that he 
tumed to O'Neal for advice, O’Neal, he 
claimed, handed him a list of addresses, say- 
ing that they were the homes of the big-time 
heroin dealers in the Chicago area. O’Neal 
suggested that Dunnigan put them out of 
business for messing up his wife’s life. 

Dunnigan chose another course of action 
first. He managed to get his wife admitted to 
Passavant Hospital, and at first it appeared 
that her chances of shaking the addiction 
and regaining her health were good, But cer- 
tain Panther insiders sensed trouble, It was 
O’Neal himseif, they said later in deposi- 
tions, who had been her chief supplier of 
drugs while her husband was away. 

On December 24, 1970, a young black 
male was observed leaving Mrs. Dunnigan’s 
hospital room. Soon after, she was found ina 
coma. She died within hours. The cause was a 
lethal dose of barbiturates. 

On hearing the news, Dunnigan went ber- 
-serk, His immediate reaction was to revenge 
himself on the drug dealers. He picked out an 
address and room number from the list sup- 


~ plied by O'Neal, went to the building, a plush 


Gold Coast high-rise, and broke in. There, 
early on Christmas morning, he savagely 
beat the occupants, a middle-aged couple, 
raped the woman, and, in a final atrocity, 
shot her in the head, Both survived, how- 


ever, and fingered Dunnigan as the assail-~ 


ant. Neither had any idea why they were 
assaulted, Lt . 
Dunnigan, who ‘claimed that he had 
blacked out and could not remember a thing, 
was sentenced last year to 100 to 300 years in 
prison for rape and attempted murdér. Al- 
though his attorney, Dennis Tobin, demand- 
ed’ that O’Neal be called as a witness during 
the trial, neither the judge nor Federat olfi- 
cials would cooperate. Also prevented from 


_ testifying were the former Panthers who 


claimed that O'Neal was Mrs. Dunnigan's 
drug supplier, that he was the young black 
-male who had visited her in the hospital 
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shortly before her death, and that he haa 
killed her to prevent her fiom talking. Like 
Haas and Taylor, the attorneys in the Pan- 
ther case, Tobin has appealed the verdict and 
is seeking a mass of unreleased documents 
that he believes would clarify O’Neal’s role. 
O'Neal moved on to a more respectable 
enterprise. In February 1971, he’began using 
the name William McKinley and, with Bruce 
and Junior, opened Bill’s Arco Service Sta- 
tion in Maywood, Fred Hampton's home 
town, Testimony in the Panther trial shows 
that Mitchell, who helped finance the station 
and was listed as a reference on O’Neal’s 
phony résumé, was a constant customer dur- 
ing the year the station was in operation.

Testimony given by William O'Neal in the trial

In the trial of Stanley Robinson in 1973, 
O’Neal swore that he had personally coop- 
erated in the bruial, premeditated murders of 
two men. Given his history to that point, it 
would be reasonable to take him at his word. 
However, the sort of story he strung together 
stretches credibility. O’Neal testified that 
soon after Mitchell put him on the river- 
killings case, a distant relative named Her- 
man Holmes phoned him and happened to 
menticn that he had run into a Chicago po- 
Iiceman named Stanley Robinson who was 
interested in putting together a small gang of 
hoods, The immediate goal was to raise 
money through an extortion and murder-for- 
hire operation. The long-range goal was a 
million-dollar robbery of a Thillens armored 
truck somewhere in the Loop. O’Neal said 
that he expressed interest in the scheme and 
met Robinson soon after, and that within 
hours they were driving around the South 
Side shaking down small-time dope dealers. 

All of this O'Neal relayed to Mitchell, 
along with the astonishing news that Robin- 
son had claimed responsibility for most of the 
river killings. Taking this remarkable coin- 
cidence in his stride, Mitchell urged his in- 
formant to make the most of the budding 
relationship. 

According to O’Neal, in the early hours 
of May 5, 1972, he accompanied Robinson 


and another cop, William Tolliver, as they © 


tailed a Cadillac owned by Charles Mc- 
Ferren north on the Dan Ryan Expressway. 
Robinson, O’Neal said, told him that he had 
a contract to kill McFerren, the owner of a 
South Side tavern, and the three assumed that 
McFerren was the lone passenger in the car 
ahead. (The driver of the Cadillac, Anthony 
Brown, has told several versions of what hap- 
pened.) According to O’Neal’s testimony, as 
the two cars neared $9th Street, O’Neal, who 
was on the passenger side, roiled down the 
front window so that Tolliver, sitting in the 
back, could position his stolen carbine for a 
shot. Robinson maneuvered the car along- 
side McFerren’s, and Tolliver fired through 
the open window. The shot struck the victim 
in the head, killing him. As it turned out, how- 
ever, the murdered man wasn’t McFerren but 
McFerren’s cousin, Verdell Smith. O’Neal

drug dealer, William Taylor. O’Neal testified 
that once he knew that Beard was to be killed. 
he had several opportunities to drive him to 
safety when Robinson was out of the car. He 
did not do so. Instead, he said, he eventually 
parked along the Indiana toll road near Gary 
and watched from the car while Robinson 
shot, stabbed, beat, and finally smothered 
Beard in the mud at the side of the highway. 
He said that he then helped hide the body, ac- 
companied Robinson back to Chicago, and 
again gave the murder weapon—a .45-cali- 
ber automatic this time—to his father. As be- 
fore, he reported the pertinent details to 
Mitchell, who picked up the gun-several days 
later. By then, O’Neal, Sr., had soaked the 
gun in salt water and reamed out the barrel 
with a coat hanger, making identification of 
the murder weapon difficult, to say the least. 
Nine months went by before Mitchell arrest- 
ed Stanley Robinson. 

During Robinson’s tension-filied trial in 
1973, O'Neal told his story, which had been 
carefutly reconstructed with the aid of prose- 
cutors from U.S. Attorney James Thomp- 
son’s office. Also called in to testify was a 
string of dope dealers, petty crooks, and con- 
victs. In some cases, outstanding charges 


. against them were dropped just before the 


trial, as was O’Neal’s old kidnaping rap from 
the Panther 16 affair. 

When it was all over, Tolliver was cleared 
completely, but Robinson and Taylor, the 
drug dealer who had ordered Jeff Beard's 
death, were convicted. The results were puz- 
zing. How could a jury dismiss O’Neal's 
sworn testimony that he sat inches away as 
Tolliver blew poor Smith away, yet accept as 
gospel his story of Robinson bludgeoning 
Beard in the Indiana mud? 

The answer lay partly in the skill of the 
prosecution, partly in O’Neal’s calm, cour- 
teous attitude, partly in Robinson’s failure to 
fully explain what, exactly, he was doing with 
O’Neal out on the West and South Sides. 

Robinson, now in his early 40s, remains 
an enigmatic figure. In court, he admitted 
traveling Chicago’s strects with O’Neal in 
May 1972, and he made no attempt to con- 
ceat his contacts with a variety of under- 
world figures. When he was about to be in- 
dicted, he fled to Mexico; a few months later, 
he returned just as suddenly to face the music. 
In a book he wrote about his police experi- 
ences, half fiction, half fact, he called himself 
“the Fox,” and there was always a certain 


elusive mystery about him. Robinson’s ac- 


count, in the book, of being forced into hiding 
because an unholy alliance of Federal agents 
and narcotics dealers was out to kill him 
seemed utterly incredible then, but less so af- 
ter public revelations of the FBI’s excesses. 
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Chicago police serge: 


from a man said to be one of its nest coura- 
geous informants. 

But there is another side to Stantey Rob- 
inson, the side of hina that compiled a superb 
13-year record on the police force, cracking 
down on West and South Side dope deaters. 
several of whom test against hina is 
1973; the side that inspired dogged ioyalty 
from his wife despite their chronic marital 
problems; the side that moved his former 
landlady, Rosalie Goldman, a widow, to 
spend thousands of dollars for his tegat ae 
fense. Mrs. Goldman, in fact, inv 
al years and a small fortune producing. pub- 
lishing, and distributing a book called The 
Badge They Are Trying to Bury, which dis- 
sected the Robinson trial in an effort to ad- 
vance his cause. 

Put simply, Robinson said that he had 
been condemned because he knew too much 
about O’Neal’s past as a Panther informant. 


He clainied that his first meeting with O'Neal . 


came not in 1972 but in the early months of 
1969, when he was an Austin District patrol- 
man keeping an eye on the Panther headquar- 


ters and O’Neal was a bright young FBi- - 


recruit, After talking with him several times, 
Robinson said, he came to believe that the 
youth was a double agent of some kind, and 
his suspicions increased when he learned that 
O’Neal had been conveniently elsewhere on 
the morning of the fatal raid. 

In the spring of 1972, he said, he ran into 
O'Neal again, entirely by chance. Later he 
met with him several times, trying to confirm 
his theories. There were ao shakedowns and 
no murders, Robinson said, only drives 
around the South Side and long discussions 
with O’Neal, who readily admitted, when he 
was a little high, that he had “helped de- 
stroy” the Panthers. Furthermore, Robinson 
claimed, in another loose moment O'Neal 
had confided that his latest mission was to 
hang the river killings on the Afro-American 
Patroimen’s League, a group headed by an- 
other, unrelated policeman named Robin- 
son, Renault Robinson. At that point, 
Stanley Robinson said, he realized that he 
was getting in too deep, and he cut off the 
relationship. If the story is true, he was too 
late. 

Several years after the conviction, in 
1976, a sophisticated electron microprobe 
examination revealed that, the gun Robinson 
had supposedly used to shoot Jeif Beard nad 
not, in fact, fired the builet found in Beard's 
body. The test results seemed te offer sub- 
stantial proof that O’Neal had turned over 
false evidence. and Robinson’s new attorney, 
Willard Lassers, who later-went on to become 
a judge, asked for'a new hearing. But thé U.S. 
Court of Appeals, in a four-to-two decision, 
has denied that request, saying that Robin- 
son’s trial attorney, Edward Genson, had not

exercised “due diligence” because he had not 
asked for the microprobe ballistics test dur- 
ing the trial. On a technicality, Robinson was 
ruled out of luck. 

Late last year, Robinson’s attorneys tried 
again. The U.S. Attorney’s office had re- 
leased eight official FBI documents from the 
Bureau’s Washington files. They were said to 
be copies of reports filed by Mitchell, con- 
taining information that O’Neai had sup- 
plied about Robinson. According to the U.S. 
Attorney’s office, Mitchell, claiming that he 
had never filed these specific reports, had had 
them removed from the Chicago records, but 
the copies he sent to Washington were still on 


{| file. The strangeness of these manipulations, 


along with the emergence of pertinent memos 
more than six years after Robinson’s convic- 
tion, only beclouds the mystery. 

The agony of getting at the truth, then or 
now, is suggested in the words of attorney 
Sam Adam, another Robinson lawyer, to 
Judge Tone in the midst of the Robinson trial: 

Adam: Judge, you have an unusual sitva- 
tion. O’Neal categorically states the only per- 
son he will talk to is Mitchell. The only per- 
son who communicated between O'Neal and 
any law enforcement body, including the FBI 
and the U.S. Attorney’s office, was Mitchell. 
Because of that, the government has called 
Mitchell a near-occurrence witness—being 
so closely related to each occurrence that 
O’Neal’s credibility depends in some part 
upon how this jury views Mitchell... .. 

Tone: Well now, that's a point. 

Adam: You see, O’Neal and Mitchell are 
much mote related than a mere investigating 
officer after a crime. Here, according to the 
government’s evidence, is O’Neal out com- 
mitting all manner of crimes and being a par- 
ticipant, reporting back to Mitchell, and 
Mitchell. reporting to no one. 

Tone: He reported it to the FBI when he 
got around to it, . 

Adam: When he got around to it! That’s 
exactly right, judge. I know of no‘other case 
like this,

Today, Roy Martin Mitchell works out of the 
FBI’s Muncie, Indiana, office. Martin John- 


son went from his job as head of the Chicago - 


office to become president of the Chicago 
Police Board. 
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And what of William O'Neal? After pur. 
ting Robinson away, he was secretly moved 
by the U.S. Marshal’s office to another city 
and given a new job, a new home, and anew 
identity. Every attempt to bring him back asa 
witness in cases in which he was involved has 
been opposed by the government, and, in 
most instances, the government has won, 

One day in 1973, outside Judge Tone’s 
courtroom, a former Panther casually offered 
the information that O’Neal’s new job was 
with a radical organization in Philadelphia 
called MOVE. At the time, the name meant 
nothing to most Chicagoans. Last August, 
however, the group attracted national atten- 


tion when one policeman was killed and’18 oot 
persons were wounded in a gun battle at 


MOVE’s West Philadelphia commune. 

MOVE, it seems, appeared in Philadel- 
phia in 1972, shortly after an unknown group 
taided the FBI office in nearby Media, Pean- 
sylvania, and made off with a batch of top- 
secret files that included the names of many 
of the Bureau's informants. Among those sus- 
pected in the burglary was a Philadelphia 
community organization called the East 
Powelton Concerned Residents (EPCR), 
which had been accused in an FBI affidavit of 
“plotting violent action,” At first, MOVE 
had as a major goal the intimidation and har- 
assment of EPCR members, but ite activities 
soon became broader. 

Philadelphia newsmen to this day are bal- 
fled by MOVE. Initially headed by a cotlege- 
educated white man named Don Glassi and 
a black handyman named Vince Leaphart. its 
50 to 60 members all took the surname 
“Africa,” lived in absolute squalor with an 
equal number of dogs ina house in West Phil- 
adelphia, threw their garbage and a consid- 
erable amount of excrement into the back- 
yard, and followed, literatly, Leaphart’s dec- 
trine that thought and constructive wor! 
both inhereitly evil. Over the years, MOV 
members took part in wild demonstrations 
and in disruptions at school board and neigh 
borhood stabilization meetings. Eventually 


* they were caught up in a conficntation with 


law-and-order mayor Frank Rizzo, who sent 
in troops to drive them out of their commune.

. Now it’s impossible to say whether 
O’Neal was involved in MOVE, for. afer 
the shootout, Mayor Rizzo had the house 
leveled, burying the past in a mountain of 
garbage and bricks. With his new identity, 
William O'Neal could be anywhere. 


“Make no mistake about it,” says Sam 
Adam, who has defended his share of gheno 
crooks. “O'Neal knew from the start what he 
was about. He had this Marshal Dillon sya 
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drome—the big shot with a gun. Aad since he 
was working for the FRI, the top law 
forcement agency in the U.S., who did 
have to fear? He was immune; he knew it. 

Adam and others who knew O’Neal in 
earlier days contend that the FBI played on 
his need to be somebody special. Its agents, 
especially Mitchell, built up his ego and gave 
him a sense of legitimacy, and O’Neal. with 4 
substantial supply of motherwit and imagina- 
tion, took it from there. The people who paid 
him respected him for that—and for keeping 
his mouth shut. Whether he was a user of 
someone used—or both—he is shrouded in 
mystery and will undoubtedly try to keep it 
that way. When asked in 1974 by the atior 
neys for the Black Panthers whether he 
wanted to deny the accusations made ab 
his character, O'Neal said simply, “I wis 
make no statement.”

BLACK PANTHER PARTY 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther Party 
(BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to 
organize black people so they can take control of the life, politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by Bobby George Seale, 
BPP Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton 
is presently serving a sentence ot 2 to 15 years on a conviction of man- 
slaughter in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which further 
describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," states that the 
BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary 
program to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the black 
community are urged to arm themselves against the police who are con- 
sistently referred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


"She Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains an 
editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, which 
ends with the following: . 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere!
